Use of Lime for Cooking.

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS ON BOILING 
STOCK, 


PAPER 


As a general rule all stock which is 
boiled with lime requires from 10 to 25 per 
cent. of the same, but this quantity is sub- 
ject to much variation according to (a) the 
nature and cleanliness of the raw stock; 
(4) the grade of paper to be made ; (c) the 
length of time it is feasible to allow for 
cooking and the steam pressure it is in- 
tended to cook at. 

Satisfactory stock boiling, and subse- 
quently satisfactory paper from the same, 
can only be expected and is only obtained 
when every step is adapted to the purpose 
or object it is sought to attain, so that all 
parts of the paper making become in the 
end of almost equal importance. If, how- 
ever, one particular step ought to be given 
more prominence than any of the others it 
is surely the boiling, as mistakes made in 
this department cannot be rectified else- 
where, as is the case to some extent in other 
departments. The strength, the freedom 
from specks, and even the shade (owing to 
influence on bleaching), all are influenced by 
the treatment which the stock gets in the 
boiling department. It is unnecessary to 
more than simply mention that the same or 
similar kinds of stock should always be 
boiled together so as to avoid having weak 
and strong stock in the same digester at the 
same time, as in this case for obvious rea- 
sons the yield of dry paper per ton of dry 
stock treated would be much reduced. 

Human perspiration is a great cellulose 
isolating agent, hence the difference be- 
tween town and country ‘dirty fines’’ is 
partly accounted for, as it is well known 
that country ‘‘dirty fines’’ are far more 
worn and have been more repaired by the 
time they reach the paper mill. It is in the 
selection of the proper kind and strength of 
lye where the foreman must exercise much 
judgment in the boiling department, as to a 
certain extent the time of cooking and 
steam pressure (which, of course, is here 
equivalent to temperature) are interchange- 
able. That is to say, to a certain extent a 
short cook with strong lye at a higher 
steam pressure will accomplish about the 
Same result as a long cook with weaker lye 
at low pressure, always bearing in mind 
that quick stock boiling at high temperature 
and pressure invariably gives a fibre which 
is weaker than that obtained by a slower 
cook; also that the quickly cooked fibre 
after bleaching gives a much larger per- 
centage of loss in washing, &c., most likely 
owing to the more energetic action of the 
chlorine bleach on quickly boiled fibre. 

This applies to every cellulose isolating 
process in existence, whether it be ordinary 
stock boiling with alkalies or wood boiling 
with either sulphite liquor, the old soda 
process, or the more modern sulphate proc- 
esses, such as the Dahl & Co. Not only is 
the loss of fibre from causes such as the 
above named serious on account of tonnage, 
but the very presence of impaired bleached 
fibre in the paper is often productive of 
much alteration in the handle of the sheet, 
partly owing to the condition to which it is 
reduced in the beaters. It should further 
be borne in mind that loss of fibre may take 
place in various other operations besides 
in the main ones of boiling, beating, 
bleaching and in the machine backwater. 

LYES FOR BOILING STOCK. 

As above mentioned the lye for many 
kinds of stock consists simply of from 10 to 
25 per cent. of caustic lime prepared as 
already indicated and’ d'luted with the 
requisite quantity of water. For some 
kinds of stock it is on the other hand 


necessary to use either solid caustic dis- 
solved in water or else a mixture of caustic 
lime and carbonated soda ash, in which case 
a portion of the caustic lime combines with 
the carbonic acid of the soda, liberating 
caustic soda and forming insoluble calcium 
carbonate orchalk, thus, CaO+CO,—CaCO,. 

This is a cheap way of giving a caustic 
soda boil, for in making solid caustic the 
finishing and evaporating of the alkaline 
liquor after the lime causticizing process 
forms a material fraction of the total cost 
of the finished article, and this portion of 
the cost is saved by using ash and lime to- 
gether. The following described materials 
are advantageously boiled either with caus- 
tic lye prepared by causticizing a solution 
of ash by boiling with an excess of lime 
cream and running the clear liquor after 
settling into the digesters, or else 
more cheaply by ash and quick- 
lime run into the digester to- 
gether. 

Strong new materials which 
have been only little worn, espe- 
cially those which contain much 
resinous and fatty matters, new 
cuttings, tarred materials, all 
kinds of cleaning wastes, espe- 
cially if very oily, and similar 
stocks are best reduced by soda 
treatment; also white rags, if 
weak and very dirty, are far bet- 
ter given alight soda boil than 
a lime boil. Colored rags are 
mostly best boiled with lime 
alone. Straw and similar fibre 
can only be satisfactorily boiled 
with soda on account of its sili- 
cates, while the various grades 
of jute stock usually require two 
boils (one with lime followed 
by one with soda) to bring the 
stock out in perfection. 

Some mills using lime alone 
have much trouble with shive, 
and find that a small percent- 
age of added carbonated ash 
helps them out. Where straw 
pulp is regularly made the wash 
liquor is useful to add to the lime boiling 
liquor when reducing ropes, coarse jutes, 
tows, &c. 

LIME AND SODA ASH. 

In using lime with soda ash it is as well 
to bear in mind why this is done, which will 
assist in regulating the proportions of the 
two to be used. The reaction which it is 
desired to obtain is CaO+H,0+Na,CO,— 
CaCos+2(NaHo), which reads that 56 parts 
of lime are required to decompose 106 
parts of sodium carbonate yielding 80 parts 
of caustic soda. When the mixture of 
lime and ash is used as a cheap substitute 
for caustic soda, these proportions (which 
of course are based on a 100 per cent. lime 
and a 100 percent. ash, and require cor- 
recting for impurities) are of importance 
for economy and efficiency, as the ash 
liquor, unless causticized properly either 
out of or in the digester, has only slight re- 
ducing power of itself. When only a small 
percentage of ash is added, 7. ¢., to kill 
shive, that is another thing. 

COOKING COTTON CLEANING WASTE. 

Some years ago a small mill was operated 
in the North of England to make half stuff 
from cleaning waste by a very cheap proc- 
ess. As as a commercial undertaking it 
was a failure, but this was due to misman- 
agement, unsuitable location for transit, 
high freights, difficulty in collecting suf- 
ficient material to be operated on at a rea- 
sonable cost, &c.—altogether causes which 
had nothing to do with the process em- 
ployed, which was excellent and will bear 
describing, as it can be very economically 
applied to much of this class of stock. 

Rotary digesters were used which were 
packed with alternate layers of cleaning 
waste and freshly burnt quicklime. After 
making ready the necessary water was 
gradually admitted, a large valve being left 
open for the escape of air and steam. 

Steam from the boilers was not turned on 
until the reaction between the lime and the 





water had ceased, and it was found that 
very little cooking was required to complete 
the operation, which was mainly performed 
when the water struck the lime, which was 
well distributed through the stock. The 
waste came out very nice and soft, and 
the writer, in an experience of many years, 
never saw any such stock so well and 
cheaply boiled. Even waste containing 
some mineral oil—usually the bugbear with 
this stock—was turned out in good shape, 
and after washing with hot water an elegant 
fibre was obtained. 


WASHING OF LIME BOILED STOCK, 

The complete washing of lime boiled 
stock is by no means as easy or rapid as 
that of stock boiled with soda, for two 
reasons: (a) The excess of lime which must 
be employed has to be removed.

compounds formed by the resinous and 
fatty matters which constitute the usual 
incrusting matter of all cellulose—although 
no doubt brought into solution during the 
cooking operation—become largely insol- 
uble when the digester is emptied. Notably 
is this the case with the lime soaps which 
are easily precipitated on the fibre, giving 
it a harsh feeling and interfering much with 
chlorine bleaching. 

It is a common but very foolish practice 
to wash lime boiled stock with cold water 
after dumping from the digester, as lime 
soaps and similar compounds are thereby 
precipitated on the fibre, with the above 
mentioned results. Where the capacity and 
general arrangement of the plant admit of 
it, washing in the digester with boiling 
water after the alkaline waste lye is let off 
gives by far the best results. If this cannot 
be done quick slacking in a drainer is per- 
haps the next best thing. 





Register for Paper Machines. 





An illustration is given of a new 
registering apparatus whereby the amount 
of paper or other material passing to or from 
a machine will be accurately measured and 
will be indicated plainly upon the dial face 
of the device. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation and Fig. 2 a top 
elevation of the apparatus, and Fig. 3 is a 
sectional view of the trailing wheel. 

A A are screw threaded uprights or stand- 
ards securely held in position by nuts en- 
gaging with the shank ofeach. These stand- 
ards are located with respect to the paper or 
other material so that the trailer wheel will 
bear upon the paper as it enters or leaves 
the machine, as the case may require. 
Pivotally mounted at the upper end of each | 
of the standards A Ais a lever arm, B, ar- 
ranged so as to be capable of a swinging 
movement up and down. Connecting the 
free ends of the two lever arms BB isa 


bar, C, held in position within the arms BB 
by means of nuts. 

Secured to the bar C near its central 
part are two arms, D D, which are 
held from movement on the bar C by 
means of pins or set screws, E E. These 
arms D D are connected at suitable points 
by means of braces, F F, soasto form a 
strong and rigid framework. Mounted at 
the other end of this framework is a trailer 
wheel, G, which is rigidly secured to its 
shaft. This trailer wheel G consists of a 
hub, a, made of two flanged portions 
bolted together and holding the body 4 of, 
the wheelfirm:y betweenthem. For cheap- 
ness and lightness the body 4 is made of 
wood, and to insure strength this wood is 
made of several thicknesses, as shown in 
Fig. 3. Therim of the wheel is also made 
of wood in the form of rings, < ¢, 
which are bolted or glued to the 
body 4. This forms a very strong 
and light wheel, and one where- 
in there will be no slip on the 
paper and consequent inaccurate 
registering. The shaft of the 
trailer wheel is formed with a 
crank, d@, at one side, which will 
turn as the trailer wheel re- 
volves. 

Secured to the arm D at the 
same side of the crank d is the 
register proper H, on one side of 
which is a short arm, ¢, mounted 
at the end of which is an angle 
lever, /, with the lower end of 
one of its arms in engagement 
with the arm ¢. The lower end 
of its other arm engages with the 
lever g, which connects with and 
operates the mechanism of the 
register H. Connecting the crank 
@ with the upper angular end of 
the lever / is a short rod, 4. 

The operation of the appara- 
tus is as follows: The trailer 
wheel bears upon the paper or 
other material as it enters or 
leaves the machine, and by 
reason of its weight and conse- 
quent friction will be rotated. As the 
trailer wheel is rotated the crank ¢ will be 
operated, which will cause the upper angu- 
lar end of the lever / to be moved up and 
down. Since the forward arm of the lever 
is stationary, being secured to the rigid 
arm ¢, the other arm will be moved back 
and forth, substantially in a horizontal 
plane, and in this way the register will be 
operated. 





Hints for Millwrights and Mill 
Owners.

In blasting out rock for wheel pits or 
for other purposes it is well to know the effec- 
tive power of the various explosives. For 
a very hard rock an explosive having a low 
effective power is preferable. For soft 
rock the higher explosives may be used to 
advantage. The difference of the action 
may be noted in the manner in which hard 
rock is torn into small fragments by the 
higher explosives and left in comparatively 
large pieces by those of a lower effective 
power. The same is seen, although to a 
less degree, when soft rock is blasted with 
a high explosive ; the pieces are then quite 
large, but if a low effective power is used 
the rock is merely broken in two through 
some seam. 

Blasting gelatine has an effective power 
of 1,400 foot pounds. It is composed of 93 
parts of nitro glycerine and 7 parts of nitro 
cotton. It freezes at a temperature of 35° 
to 40° and readily explodes when frozen. 
At temperatures above freezing point this 
substance will not explode by shock. 

Nitro glycerine has an effective power of 
1,270 foot pounds; the best dynamite, 900 
foot pounds; gun cotton, 272 foot pounds. 


The poorer qualities of dynamite, consist- 
ing of 18 parts nitro glycerine, 71 parts 
of nitrate of potash, 10 of charcoal and 1 
of paraffine, have an explosive power of 
531 foot pounds. The ordinary fulminate 
of mercury has an efficiency of about 367 
foot pounds, only about one-fourth that of 
nitro glycerine. 





In constructing a water channel for the 
purpose of supplying mill ponds it is neces- 
sary to give a certain velocity to the water, 
in order to keep the channel from filling up. 
The velocity required will be governed by 
the character of the earth forming the 
banks and bottom of the channel. It will 
be necessary to scour the bottom of the 
channel in order to move the materials 
which collect there. If the channel is com- 
posed of fine sand and clay a velocity of 
0.17 mile per hour will suffice. Fine sand 
requires 0.34 of a mile velocity. Coarse 
sand and fine gravel require double this 
current, and pea gravel requires 1.19 mile 
per hour. Round gravel or pebbles 1 inch 
in diameter and small stones 134 inch in 
diameter require velocities of 1.89 and 2.04 
miles per hour respectively. 

Heavy stones the size of hens’ eggs will 
be kept in motion by a current running 2.3 
miles per hour, while a little less than 31¢ 
miles current per hour will carry with it 
brickbats 2 inches square. 

The scouring force of any stream is pro- 
portional to the square of the velocity of , 
the current. The transporting capacity 
increases in a different ratio; it varies as 
the sixth power of the velocity ; therefore 
it is very important to increase the bottom 
velocities, both to effect scouring and to 


prevent deposits. 





Some engineers have a habit of putting 
zinc into steam boilers for the purpose of 
purifying the water. Where certain im- 
purities exist the zinc is effective, but the 
mechanic, not knowing precisely how the 
cure is effected, gets the notion into his head 
that zinc will cure all evils to which boiler 
feed water is liable. In this he is greatly 
mistaken. 

Zinc in steam boilers is only effective for 
fatty acids. In connection with the iron 
zinc constitutes a voltaic element which de- 
composes the water, liberating oxygen and 
hydrogen ; the oxygen combines with fatty 
acids, making soap which coats the tubes 
and prevents the adhesion of the salts left 
by evaporation. When the boiler is opened 
for cleaning a mealy deposit is found which 
can be readily removed by washing. 

It is an open question which is the most 
effective, zinc for making soap in a round 
about way or the placing of a quantity of 
soap in the boiler. The greatest trouble 
with the latter method lies in the fact that 
ready made soap placed in the generator is 
quickly dissolved, giving an excess of ma- 
terial when first applied; then a deficiency 
after it has been carried away by a change 
of feed water. 





In building a pile foundation it often be- 
comes necessary to know when the piling 
has been sufficiently driven. It is compar- 
atively easy to estimate the load which 
must be borne by each separate pile. To 
ascertain the extreme load in pounds which 
a single pile will sustain, multiply the square 
of the weight of the ram by the height of 
the fallin feet; add together the weight of 
the pile and the weight of the ram; multi- 
ply this quantity by the distance of depres- 
sion of the pile in feet during the last blow 
and divide the first product obtained by the 
last and the quotient will give the ex- 
treme load in pounds which the pile will 
sustain. 

For instance, with a ram weighing 1,000 
pounds and having a fall of 20 feet upon 
a pile weighing 400 pounds, the weight 
which the pile will sustain after being driven 
half an inch by the blow of the ram will be 
the square of 1,000 multiplied by 20 and 
divided by 0.0416 times 400 plus 1,000, 
which equals 348,406 pounds.

A NEw device for measuring and re- 
cording the quantity of paper passing 
to or from a machine is illustrated and 
described on the first page of this issue 
of THE JOURNAL. This apparatus is 
further available for measuring any 
other kind of material, such as textiles, 
and it therefore presents features which 
will interest manufacturers of many 
different lines of goods. 








WE are confident that the figures 
of our foreign trade, presented last 
week, were read with interest. Those 
figures related to the export and im- 
port movement of the eleven months 
ended with August, and instituted com- 
parisons which ought to prove satisfac- 
tory. But we have this week received 
the monthly statement of exports and 
imports for August, as compiled by the 
Statistical Bureau of the Treasury De- 
partment, and this presents in another 
form and from a different point of view 
figures of equal interest showing a 
like favorable condition of our com- 
merce with other countries. The state- 
ment, besides giving the value of ex- 
ports and imports for August in 1890 
and in 1891, also presents comparisons 
for the first eight months of each year. 





SUMMARIZING the statement above 
referred to, we find that the exports 
of American products, agricultural and 
manufactured, showed an increase in 
values in August of this year amount- 
ing to $16,000,000 compared with the 
corresponding month of 1890, while 
our exports of foreign goods increased 
to the extent of $3,000,000, the aggre- 
gate increase in our shipments abroad 
being therefore $19,000,000, Forthe first 
eight months of 1891 the value of the 
exports of American goods was $50,000,- 
000 more and of foreign products $1,300,- 
000 greater than for the same months 
last year.

THE Stationers’ Board of Trade was 
invited to join in this movement, but 


to the surprise of other bodies it has | 


substantially refused to co-operate, on 
the plea that it is organized for special 
and private puposes. Is this plea 
valid? With all due respect to the 
management we think not. The Sta- 
tioners’ Board of Trade was _ incor- 
porated in May, 1887, and Article 2 of 
its certificate of incorporation says : 


The object for which said corporation is formed is 


for the purpose of fostering trade and commerce, to 


protect it from unjust or unlawful exactions, to reform | 
abuses in trade, to diffuse accurate and reliable in- | 


formation among its members as to the standing of 
merchants and other matters, to produce uniformity 
and certainty in the customs and usages of trade, to 


settle differences between its members and to promote | 


a more enlarged and friendly intercourse between 
merchants. 


This language is clear. The avowed 


aims of the board are practically the | 


same as those of the organizations 
which propose to unite as a State 
board. There is no evidence that the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade was organ- 
ized solely for special or private pur- 
poses; but even if private business 
comes within its scope it is not com- 
pelled to disclose its nature by joining 
this State board. Moreover, it neither 
loses nor injures its individuality by 
uniting with others on public questions, 
but, on the contrary, strengthens itself 
as a constituent association, If the 
plea that the board is organized for 
special and private purposes is well 
founded, how does its management re- 
gard the objects and aims in the 
article of incorporation above quoted ? 
The fact is that its past record does 
not sustain this plea, for when ques- 
tions relating to treaties, insolvency 
laws and other important matters have 


| arisen the board has not hesitated to 


exert its influence for the furtherance 
of business interests. To contend, 
therefore, at this late day that it is a 


| body organized solely for private and 


special purposes must lead some to the 
irresistible conclusion that there is 
room for a trade organization with a 
wider scope, a clearer vision and a 
better appreciation of what is needed 
in the interests of its members.

Steady growth marks the output of 
book and in the United 
States. Since 1881 the daily capacity

An interesting statement as to the 
| manufacture of paper by machine in 
|Japan appeared in last week’s JouRNAL. 
| It may not be generally known that some 
/of the machinery used in that country is 
| of American make, one, at least, of the 
| Japanese mills being equipped throughout 
with a plant supplied from the machine 
works of the United States. 


Reading the account of the product 
of the mills referred to I was ata loss to 
know what the Japanese weight 4in amounts 

| to, and having hunted up information on 
the subject I find that the 4in is exactly 
1.3250732320 pound, or, roughly, 1.325 
pound. Taking these last figures as a basis 
I find that the total production of machine 
made paper in Japan during the month of 
June was about 1,021 tons, of which quan- 
tjty about 958 tons were sold. 


The quantities made and disposed of 
in the different grades mentioned were 

| about as follows: Manufactured—Common 
printing paper, 853 tons; superior printing 

| paper, 14 tons; sundry paper, 112 tons; 
colored paper, }¢ ton; wrapping paper, 414¢ 
tons. Sold—Common printing paper, 812 
tons; superior printing paper, 13 tons ; sun- 
dry paper, 106 tons; colored paper, 24 tons ; 
wrapping paper, 3tons. Nothing, I think, 
can better illustrate the greater industry 
and enterprise of the Japanese people, as 
compared with other Eastern nations, than 
this exhibit.

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Assignment ot Harrison Loring. 





Harrison Loring, who has for forty 
years been proprietor of the City Point 
Works, South Boston, has been compelled to 
assign for the benefit of his creditors, be- 
cause of a delay in the payment of certain 
sums on cruiser No. 11. It wasexpected up 
to Saturday last that Mr. Loring would re- 
ceive credit for work done on the new vessels 
now being constructed for the United States 
Government which would enable him to meet 
all payments that were due ; but, learning 
that the construction put upon the con- 
tract by the United States Government 
officials was such that he could not realize 
forsome weeks upon his work, he consulted 
with some of his largest creditors and many 
of the banks which were carrying his paper. 

As some of his notes were falling due im- 
mediately an assignment was considered 
imperative, and was made by Mr. Loring to 
C. H. Allen, president of the Central Na- 
tional Bank and of the Home Savings Bank 
of Boston ; Harrison Loring, Jr., and G. W. 
Quintard, of New York. Messrs. Allen and 
Quintard are bondsmen for Mr. Loring on 
the building of cruiser No. 11. 

Mr. Quintard was telegraphed for and 
went to Boston on Friday night of last 
week. Before leaving New York he had a 
conference with the Secretary of the Navy, 
and arrangements will in all probability be 
made for the work to be continued by the 
assignees, so that the creditors may have 
the benefit of the existing contracts, for, 
besides cruiser No. 11, which represents 
acontract of $700,000, with an additional 
$100,000 for 18 knots speed, there are three 
ocean tugs approaching completion, besides 
large machine work for private corporations 
and individuals. 

The assignment by Mr. Loring covers all 
of the property which he owns, consisting 
of the plant at City Point and vacant real 
estate in that vicinity, and his dwelling 
house, corner of Broadway and M street, 
and his farm at Duxbury, as well as his in- 
terest in the stock of steamship and other 
companies in which he is indirectly inter- 
ested, which of course are not affected by 
his assignment. 

All his real estate is stated to be free 
from incumbrance, except one mortgage on 
his dwelling house, and as there is no prop- 
erty standing in Mrs. Loring’s name, or in 
that of any of the family, the assignment 
covers everything that Mr. Loring owns, 
and leaves him, at the end of forty years’ 
labor, almost in poverty. 

There are employed at the works more 


| than 500 men, and asa result of the meet- 
ing it is determined that the work shall 
progress in the yard as heretofore under 
the assignees, until such time as the credit- 
ors take action in relation to the business. 
Mr. Loring provided for his pay roll for the 
500 workmen in his employ up to Friday 
night, and this action took the last money 
he received from the Government a few 
days previously. 

It is believed by the assignees that hand- 
some profits will be realized by settling up 
the estate, and the large manufacturing in- 
dustry will be kept intact. Mr. Loring has 
called a meeting of his creditors for to-day, 
October 24, at 10 A. M., at his works. 

Mr. Loring estimates his liabilities as high 
as $375,000, although for some of this 
amount creditors have security. The nomi- 








nal assets, based on Mr. Loring’s estimate, 
will amount to nearly $800,000, based on 
their value as a plant.

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Rag Disinfection. 





The collector at this port this week 
received an order issued by the Treasury 
Department, which, after citing the act un- 
der which it is issued, says: 

It having been shown that an epidemic of cholera 


prevails in various provinces of Asiatic Turkey, and 
that all rags are collected in these provinces and 





shipped to Marseilles, France, there to be rebaled 
and reshipped to the United States ; that therefore 
rags from Marseilles unless disinfected are liable to 
import contagious diseases tojthe United States, 
and that while the laws of the several States forbid 
the admission of infected merchandise a want of con- 
formity of the several State and municipal regulations 
may cause laxity inthe enforcement of the restrictive 
measures; therefore it is ordered that no rags im- 
ported from Marseilles shall be admitted to entry, un- 
less accompanied by certificate from the United States 
consul at Marseilles that they have been disinfected 
in accordance with the regulations of this department 
or bya certificate of a like effect from the medical 
officer of the Marine Hospital service, or State or local 
quarantine officer. 


This circular is now in force, but does not 
apply to rags afloat on or before October 9. 
The circular then recites the methods of 
disinfection approved by the department, 
which are the same as those heretofore 
named in prior regulations.

P. S.—I can swear that the Owen arrangement was 
originally made with me ; that it was strictly on sale; 
that I have often seen Cone about it since and it has 
always been strictly on sale since; that he had occa- 
sionally spoken of fire in our building and our insur- 
ance, but never saying or intimating that his stock 
was covered by us. I should take the ground that we 
didn't owe him a dollar ; that the stuff was all on sale

In the plaintiff's exhibit No. 1—a letter 
written to Mr. Cone on April 19, 1869—Hu- 
bert H. Bancroft wrote that he had bought 
a lot for a store in a good location, 175 feet 
on Market street by 170 deep, to a back 
street, on Stevenson street, upon which he 
proposed to erect a building at a cost of 
$75,000. The ground cost $125,000. After 
some reference to the difficulty of compet- 
ing with the Carew Paper Company, Mr. 
Bancroft’s letter said : 

When I saw you last you very kindly granted a re 
quest for a consignment, the account to be rendered 
every three months with cash for amount sold, to rus 
for three years and then to be closed by cash to bal- 
ance, This to us is equivalent to buying the goods,

An interesting review of the paper 
making industry as centred in the Miami 
Valley and localities near to Cincinnati is 
given in the annual report of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce, prepared by Col. 
Sidney D. Maxwell, secretary of that body. 
The report says: 

With the steady march of improvement 
in the manufacture of paper, the search for 
and utilization of new and cheaper ma- 
terials, and the steady shrinkage which has 
been taking place in prices, it would seem 
that each year to paper manufacturers was 
a notable one, and yet it would appear that 
the year 1889-90 was the more significant 
the 


mills were, more than ever before, adapting 


because there were indications that 
themselves to the permanently changed 
conditions which have wrought such won- 
ders in cheapness and in the intrinsic value 
of results in this industry. 


In the whole range of production, it is 
doubtful if there has been greater shrink- 
age in prices in any article than has been 
witnessed in paper. Nor has there been 
more activity, probably, in any direction in 
the search for better and cheaper processes, 
nor a more intense effort to discover new 
uses to which the product may be applied, 
than has been seen in the case of paper, A 
reduction in price similar to that which has 
been chronicled from year to year has been 
going on since the last report, in 1887-8. 
In book, news and manilla papers this 
shrinkage has been very perceptible, so that

1889-90 was less than the value of the 
whole product fifteen years ago, notwith- 
standing the tremendous increase in the 
output.

While, of 
course, rags are yet used in the manufac- 
ture of book paper, still wood is being so 
largely utilized that it has becomea great 
factor in this production. In addition to 
these it has also invaded manilla produc- 
tion, the cheaper grades of which are 
largely made from wood, the lower grades 
of writing paper having also yielded to this 


pressure for materials other than the old- | 


fashioned rags. Mills for the manufacture 
of pulp, both from ground wood and the 


sulphite process, have come into existence | 


in various parts of the Miami Valley. 


The mills that are immediately tributary 
to this city, mainly located in the Miami 
Valley, have been fully occupied, the prod- 
uct showing the largest results in the 
quantity of paper made of any year in the 
history of the business, the increase having 
been manifest in all departments of paper 
production except in roofing, but most pro- 
nounced in manilla and book papers.

been made, was 32,673,527 pounds, with a 
value of $1,792,943, in comparison with 29,-

$1,072,499 ten years ago, and 7,289,506 
pounds and a value of $840,461 in 1874-5, 
when these figures were first sought to be 
preserved on the records of the Chamber of 
Commerce 

It will be observed that in sixteen years 
the manufacture of book paper has in- 
creased considerably more than fourfold, 
and, as indicating how rapidly values have 
declined while this expansion of product 
was going on, the aggregate value of the 
paper in the same period has but little more 
than doubled.
